"belonging to Castro"./ 

3 -H-4S added that Quintin Pino Machado was a former’ Cuban delegate to the 
U.n. and suDsequently the Cuban ambassador to Nicaragua. Ke stated that Machado 
is welt.^!cnown as a terrorist who also trained other youth in the manufacturing- 
or placing ox bomos and explosives and was the chief coordinator of sabotage 
ior Castro against Batiste. 
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Source further related that Quintin Pino Machado worked in a clandestine 
manner for Castro throughout South America and is the person responsible for 
Castro action in North and Central America, as well as in the cS'obiS a^ea.
